AGAINST CARRISON. 


Suit Brought by the Original Own- 
ers of the Missouri Pacific. 


How the Commodore Obtained the Valuable 
Property at Less Than Half Its Value— 
Roscoe Conkling Occupies a Day in Making 
an Argument—An Abie Document, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NEw York, September 18.—The argu- 
ment in the suit of Peter Marie and others 
against Commodore C. Garrison. was con- 
tirfued yesterday before Professor Dwight, 
the referee. Ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling for 
the plaintiff, occupied the whole day, and at 
the adjournment at 4 o’clock had not con- 
cluded his argument. ‘The plaintiff alleges 
that in 1876 Commodore Garrison he!d most 
of the third mortgage bonds of the old Pacific 
Railroad of Missouri and determined to fore- 
close. The plaintiffs brought suit to prevent 
this, and, as they allege, he wrote to them 
requesting them to permit him to bid the 
road in when it should be sold under the 
foreclosure suit. Afterwards, as they al- 
lege, they surrendered this letter to him, he 
entering into an oral agreement that if they 
woula 

WITHDRAW THEIR SUIT 
and permit the road to be sold he 
would become the purchaser, and® would 
then organize a new company, giving 
them the same amount of stock which they 
held in the old company. ‘To this they 
agreed, but at the sale one Pierce bid off the 
ruad, and not being able to pay for it, the 
committee took his bid off his hands 
and so became the owner, giv- 
ing In payinent the mortgage bonds. 
He then orgtnized the present § Mis- 
souri Pacific, but failed, as the plaintiffs 
allege, to carry out his agreement with them 
as to the exchange of their stock. When the 
case was before the referee, some months 
ago, counsel for defendant objected 
to the reception of testimony in 
respect to this alleged oral agreement, 
and, it was finally permitted to be offered 
with the understanding that the question of 
its i should be argued at a future 
hearing. It was as to the admissibility of 
this testimony that the present argument 
was had. 
MR. CONKLING SAID 
that the motion was evidently the last stand 
of the defense in opposition to the suit, and 
it n.ust necessarily euver all of the debata- 
ble ground. “The question hee,” contin- 
ued Mr. Conkling, “is whether this agree- 
ment was valid in the State of Missouri, and 
to whether it was enforcible in the State 
of New York. It was-said that it was barred 
by the statute of frauds; that it is 
4 foreign statute,fand therefore one which 
I'he court does not of itself take notice. But 
the surrender of this written paper was not 
the sole consideration offered by the plaint- 
iffs. lt was admitted by Mr. Garrison to 
have been written by him and delivered to 
the ee fe I shall contend that the sur- 
render of the letter is the real hinge on 
which turns the transaction in New York in 
June, 1876, which made.a new and modified 
acregmient superseding the origfal-agree- 
ment.” Mr. Conkling then recited the 
terms which Mr. Garrison had made with 
the stockholders of the road, by which, of 
the $4,500,000 of bonds, he was 
to have $2,431,000 and in lieu 
of the third mortgage bonds, 
which he had bought at less than half price, 
he was to receive (rating them at tueir face 
vaiue) $2,431,000 and with eighteen months’ 
interest added. Then a new mortgage was 
to be made to be ample and tull security. 
Then every one of those bunds was to have 
a voting power of ten votes In the new cor- 
poration, if that could be done aceording to 
aw. Then stock was to be given to those 
who had cooperated with hint The rest of 
the stock was to go te the successvr corpo- 
ration. ‘““That is,” said Mr. Conkling, “‘it 
was to be fish to its nets. ‘Then the corpor- 
ators were not to be paid by Garrison, 
THE\ WERE TO BE PAID 
by somebody else, and not only that, but he 
is to be paid fur his services. All this was 
to be done, in the slang of the street, ‘at the 
drop of the hat,’ and it was all for Mr. Gar- 
rison. I think I might say that the pages of 
this letter were written all over with con- 
sideration, if it were possible to interline it. 
The plaintiffs ceased their opposition to Mr. 
Garrison; they co-operated with him, and 
the complaint shows that without that con- 
seutand co-operation his plan would have 
failed. Mr. Garrison’s brother was made re- 
ceiver. The solicii.r was instructed 
to consent to a decree being = en- 
tered, and he did consent, and hostile 
proceedings were withdrawn, but Garrison, 
as proof ot his caution, had erased from the 
original draft the covenant, stipulating ab- 
solutely to buy. That he had stricken out, 
alleging that it would be imprudent to have 
it appear, lest upon it might be hung a doubt 
or acontroversy. So under the advice of his 
counsel he struck out of the face of the pa- 
per the obligation to buy. It was pureiy- 
iypothetical. Nevertheless on the faith of 
it the plaintiffs had yielded all into his 
hands. Garrison stated his ascertained abil- 
ity to control the foreclosure suit, and he 
stated that if they would enter 
INTO A DIFFERENT AGREEMENT 

he, On his part, waBid restore to them their 
stock, snare for share, in the corporation to 
be thereafter created. This new proposition 
was agreed to, and I may add the plaintitf’s 
stock was wiped out. It was as wortbiess 
as legal and physical annihilation could 
ma it. The argument of Garrison was 
not to buy if he chose, but to buyif he could. 
Well, the sale was judicial, and a bid was 
all that was necessary. What did he do? 
He let others do the bidding and he knew 
that the bidder could pot pay. The decree 

rmitted the receipt of the third pat. ge 
ebm and Garrison furnished thuse which he 
had bought for from thirty to forty cents on 
the doliar—bonds on which he intended to 
insist that 100 cents op the dollar should be 
paid, with eighteen months’ interest.” 

Mr. Conkling continued his argument this 
morning at 11 o’clock.

LANDING O’DONNELL, 


So Secretly and Quietly Done the 
Public Hardly Knew It. 


Handcuffed—McDermott, the American 
Irishman, Released—Fatal Shipwreck 
Off the Coast of Nova Scotia—Other 
Cable News.

LONDON September 17. — O’Donnell, the 
murderer of Carey, landed at Southampton at 


board the train for London. The train ar- 


rived at Vaux Hall at noon, where the pris- 
oner was met by a large force of police and 
escorted to the prison van. Then, under an 
escort of . he was driven to the Mill 
Bank Jail. 

ANOVHER REPORT. : 

Lonpon, September 18.—O’Donnell was 
taken from the steamer Athenian when three 
miles off Southampton, by a police tug, and 
brought to the cattle sheds at the end of the 
quay. ‘The detectives kept their movements 
so secret but few persons were aware of 
the landing, and with the exception of the 
police there was not a dozen people present 
to witness it. ‘The quay was closed to the 
public, and the local police guarded the 
gangway. A large detachinent of London 
police surrounded O'Donnell and his party as 
they landed, The police inspector and some 
detectives had immediate personal charge of 
the srisoner, wko was not handcuffed, and 
who obeyed the orders of his guardians 
with alacrity. As soon. as it be- 
came publicly known that, O’Donnell 
had landed, a rush was made ‘by 
the crowd along’ the neighboring 
quavs, but the measures taken by the police 
were so excellent that the public obtained 
only adistant view of the party. When the 
baggage had been landed the prisoner was 
conducted to the rear of the sheds, where a 
locomotive and two cars were in waiting. 
O’ Donnell took a seat in a first-class car- 
riage, the policemen filling the remaining 
seats. Thetrain was then rapidly driven 
alung the dock sidings until it reached the 
depot, where it was learned that there woula 
be a delay of half an hour. = 

In view of this the train ran on a siding 
some distance from the main line to avoid 
the public, where it awaited the departure 
ot the mail train for London, and to which 
it was attached, The start was made at 10 
o’clock, the trip being accomplished without 
incident, 
~ O’ Donnell maintained a cheerful demeanor, 
and talked freely, but without reference to 
the crime with which he is charged. 

OF A STARTLING NATURE. 

LONDON, September 18.—It has transpired 
that O’Donneil, after shooting Carey, said: 
‘Shake hands, Mrs. Carey; 1 had to do it,”’ 
and not: “Il did not do it,” as first 
reported. It is stated that the Crown 
has engaged the services‘ of Poland, 
who has already appeared in the 
Irish State trials to prosecute O’Donnell. 

Everything indicates that the trial, which 
takes place iu November, will be a memora- 
ble one. Itis understood that Mrs. Carey 
will offer evidence of the most astonishing 
nature, which she declares wiil clear her 
husband’s character. She has handed the 
letters to the authorities, which includes the 
correspondence of members of Parliament.

On arriving 
at lili Bank the’ Deputy Governor 
of the prison received the prisoner, Who was 
forthwith placed in a cell. Subsequently 
he was visited by Police Superintendeat 
Williamson. . 

0’DONNELL APPEARS MORE DISTRESSED 
Bince his incarceration in the jail. He was 
brought to the Bow Street Police Court this 
morning, closely guarded by mounted police, 
and passed through the streets at a rapid 
pace. On arriving at the Court House he 
was immediately placed in the dock. Fred- 
erick Fiowers was the presiding magistrate.

HALIFAX, September 18.—Capt. Alfred 
Gasston, of the bark Britannia, which was 
wrecked Off this coast Monday last, tells a 
story of fearful suffering. They were on the 
wreck from’ Monday until Tuesday after- 
noon, during which all of the timea gale. 
was blowing, and all hands were compelled 
to remain on deck, exposed to the fury of 
the storm. Finally they took to a small

MR. MATHIAS’ MISTAKE. 


“Did I Call You Here to Murder My 
Wife?”’—Insane From Grief, 


New YorK, September 18.—The liquor 
store of William F. Matthias on First and 
South Tenth streets, Williamsburg, was 
closed yesterday and and crape hung on the 
door. Neighbors said Mr. Matthias was al- 
most crazy and just after his wife’s death 
on Saturday evening, Dr. Wm. E. Beardsley, 
one of the attending physicians, had rushed 
hatless from the house after a great uproar 


inside, which had attracted a crowd. 

“I found Dr. Bearasley on the floor,” the 
bar-tender said, ‘and Mr. Matthias at him. 
Mrs. Matthias lay back dead in her chair. I 
had seen her alive a few minutes before, and 
she had been about the house during the day. 
Mr. Matthias was nearly insane. I finally 
sueceeded in pulling him off, and Dr, Beards- 
levy made his escaped.” 

Dr. Beardsley asked Corener Keller yes- 
terday for an autopsy on the body of Mrs. 
Matthias. He deposed that he had been 

CHARGED WITH HER MURDER 

by Mr. Matthias, and had been outrage- 
ously assaulted. ‘The time for the 
funeral has been fixed at 2 o’¢clock,’’ 
Dr. Beardsley said, “and I wish 
the autopsy so arranged that it will in no 
way interfere with the arrangements ol the 
amily.’ 

“The circumstances were these,” Dr. 
Beardsley said to a reporter. ‘1 found Mrs. 
Matthias bolstered tp in a chair, apparentiv’ 
suffering from hepte#a. She was breathing 
rapidly and with apparent difficulty, and her 
pulse was 135 strokes per minute. Instant 
stiinulation was necessary, and | gave her 
the safest and most effective remedy in such 
cases, aromatic spirits of ammonia. I gave 
her first a _ half-spoonful, and soon 
afterward, as she didn’t get relief, 
I gave her thirty drops more. 
She had swaliowed a part of it when she fell 
back dead in my arms. I recognized at 
once that there had been heart trouble and 
that the medicine which 1 had given had not 
affected the result. Did I cai! vou here 

‘TO MURDER MY WIFE? 

Mr. Matthias said, and lhe sprang upon me 
and assaulted me fiercely. It was wholly 
unexpected and I made no defense. Then 
he threw me to the floor, and kicked me. He 
isa stout German and I am confident he 
wouid have killed me if he had had a weapon 
handy, orif the bartender had not inter- 
fered. I was very glad to get out of the 
house without my haf The rumpus 
in the house had attracteda crowd to the 
door. The remedy I used was so safe and 
proper that there is no possible question 
about the results. Nothing could have saved 
the woman, and I want.a thorough post 
mortem to settle that fact. Icannot afford 
te have Mr. Matthias’ charge of murder go 
out unanswered, eventhough he was ina 
frenzy atthe time. 1 have attended Mrs. 
Matthias since her marriage several years 
ago.

A few days azo she returned from the coun- 
try and on ‘Thursday 1 was summoned to at- 
tecd her.

She was ina serious way and 
the case was somewhat complicated by the 
iact that she had been for several months in 
adelicate condition.

Fire vroke out shortly before 2 p. m. to- 
day in the show-case factory of 
Claes & Lehnbueter, Nos. 121 to 127 
South Seventh street This is the 
same building that was partially burned 
down on Saturday night a week ago. 


That time the fire wasin the rear. ‘To-day 
the tlames originated in the cellar, just un- 
der the street, and when the Fire Depart- 
ment arrived the whole front of tie building 
was ina blaze. Chief Sexton was goon on 
hand with six engines, and in twenty min- 
utes the fire was practicaliy out. For a time 
it looked as though the whole build- 
ing was gone, but the fire was 
well handled and was soon controlled.

An Old Man’s Mosmetary Losses Canse 
Him to Kill Himself. 


Between 4 and 5 o’clock this morning Hep- 
ry Lipphardt, an old man, committed suicid.

erly the owner of a stand at Centre 
Market, but several years azo 
tited from business.

The tenant de- 
faulted rent some weeks agoand Schmidt's 
agent brought suit against him. About this 
time Scnmidt’s landlord raised his rent and 
he determined to leave his present quarters 
and take up lis ‘residence in his own house. 
He accordingly notified Lipphardt to move. 
This was the last drop needed to overflow 
the old man’s cup of sorrow. For days he 
brooded over the thought of leaving the oid 
piace where had raised his family of four 
children, one of whom is marred and 
lives in the house. Last night the 
old man was very despondent and 
when his children were awakened this morn- 
ing by the report of a pistol they readily sur- 
mi the cause. * In the hall where the oid 
man was accustomed to sicep during the 
warm weather they found the old man dead, 
with a bullet hole just above his left ear, and 
the revolver with which the work was done 
was clutched tightly in his death grasp.

This is an increase over 
last Tuesday of 280,000 bu. in wheat, 515.000 bu. in 
corn, apd 118,000 bu. in rye, and a decrease of 
adout 100,000 bu. in vatsg¢—The St. Louis stock 
of corn to-day shows the first increase for some 
time past.——Over a week agothe Brooklyn ele- 
vators were so crowded for room that they were 
putting considerabie grain afloat to relieve the 

ressure. Since then receipts have been een 
n atthe fate of four to five hundred thousan 
bushels. The question naturally arises, what 
are thev doing with 1t?——The Greenville, Miss., 
Times has the fotlowing: “In our last issue we 
stated that there had been a material falling off 
in the prospective cotton yield.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

The City Council is preparing to hold an 
investigation as to the fitness of Mr. Evans 
for the position of Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment.

Nevertheless, we rejoice that the City Coun- 
cil has taken this course.
